Madison, Wis.—In view of the un 


precedented growth of the state de- 
partment of insurance 
during 1^24 


"and of the increasing complexity of 
the insurance business," the duties 
and activities of the department have 
increased and state regulation has be- 
come more essential, according to a 
statement issued by "W. Stanley Smith, 
commissioner of insurance. 


"Since the creation of tho depart- 


ment of insurance in 1S7S, the -year 
1924 
stands out when compared to 


any previous year in the number of 
companies licensed, 
the number of 


agents licensed and the total receipts 
in taxes, of which approximately $300.- 
000 was in back taxes, and in the 
growth 
of the 
state fire and life 


funds," said the statement. 


"In view of this large growth and 


of the increasing complexity of the 
insurance business, the duties and ac- 
tivities of the department of insur- 
ance have increased and state regula- 
tion has become more essential year 
by year. 


"During the past year there were 


729 companies licensed to write the 
various lines of insurance. 
The in- 


surance written by these companies 
covers every conceivable contingency 
and provides for indemnity against 
loss or damage of life, limb or prop- 
erty. 
"In order to bring this Insurance 


service -to the citizens of our state, 
the department was called upon to is- 
sue 
60,000 licenses to about 10,000 


agents during the year. These appli- 
cations ^for license are made by the 
companies 
so represented. Applica- 


tions for license by agents desiring to 
write life insurance are made upon 
special forms furnished by the depart- 
ment setting forth the qualifications 
of their applicant for such work and 
are subjected to careful investigation 
before each such application is acted 
•upon for approval. 


Under the insurance statutes, the 


commissioner is charged with the duty 
to pass upon the applications of do- 
mestic and foreign companies for the 
right to do business in this~~state, to 
audit the financial statement flled an- 
nually by all the licensed companies 
and societies, to make annual valua- 
tions of the policy liabilities of the 
domestic life companies and frater- 
nal societies, to approve rates and 
cie'ties through bia personal represen- 
tatives. 
"In addition 
to the 
above 
pre- 


scribed duties, 
the commissioner is 


frequently called upon to render ser- 
vice in the settlement of differences 
which ipay arise between the policy- 
holder t»tnd" the company. Many per- 
sons seek advice concerning the tak- 
ing- out at insurance and while the de- 
partment will not 
discriminate be 


tween companies, it can give informa- 
tion which will be of assistance 1o 
the inquirer in reaching a decision. 


"The commissioner of insurance has 


active charge of the state fire fund and 
the state life fund. He is also state 
fire marshal and ex offteto member of 
the compensation insurance board and 
of the teachers' retirement board. 


"The state fire fund was created in 


3903 and in addition to all state prop- 
erty there are insured in it 100 coun- 
ty, city, village, town school district 
and library board units. This shows a 
gain 
of 61 units 
over 
1923.

amount of insurance aggregates 
000,000 of flre and $37,000,000 of tor- 
nado. 


"The state life fund insures resi- 


dents of 'Wisconsin or those who are 
within the state at the time of mak- 
ing application. The limit on one life 
is now $1,000, but it contemplated 1o 
ask the legislature to Increase this 
limit. 


"The business Is based on Hie lega! 


reserve plan and is procured at a very 
low cost because there are no agents 
employed and the cost of administra 
tion is only nominal. 


"Tn his capacity as state fire mar- 


shal, the commissioner keeps a record 
of all fires occurring' in the state. He 
makes an investigation in all cases 
•where the facts point to a. criminal 
origin. During the last year, 146 fires 
were investigated. Aft a result of 1he 
Investigations made by (he firo mar- 
shal's department for the year 1024 
twelve persons were convicted of ar- 
son, two were committed to the in- 
sane asylum, one escaped and Is a fu 


utive from justice, ten were bound 


over and awaiting trial and six were 
lischarged at the preliminary hearing, 
naking a total of arrests of 31. 


'The annual appropriation granted 


by tue legislature for the expenses of 
conducting the insurance department 
s $52,300. Including the commission- 
er and his deputy, there is maintained 
out of this appropriation a force of 
twenty members, divided into branch- 
es—actuarial, examining, rating, st;i 
istical, licensing and general clerical 
-covering the field of fire, life, cas- 
laity and fraternal insurance.

Vaseo rounded the Cape of Good Hope, 
which was the rumored lost route, found- 
ed the colony of Xatal in Africa; and ar- 
rived at Calcutta on May 20. -1498. Co- 
lumbus had tried to explore a short rotite 
to India and discovered a New "World. 
Dom Ynsco took up a traditional report 
and located the route. 


Portugal 
commemorated da Gama's 


fame and achievements on Christmas day 
this year with a great celebration. It was 
the four Inmdredth anniversary of da Ga- 
ma's death, in Goa. India. 
The "United 


States and most of the' nations of the 
world were represented at the celebra- 
tion. 


After Dom Vasco's voyage to India, Al- 


rares Cabrel set out for that land with 
a large fleet. At first storms drove him 
and his crews westward and by chance 
Cabrel discovered Brazil and founded a 
Portuguese colony there. 


Portugal was powerful in those days: 


The king's flag waved at the four cor- 
ners of the earth. 
Adventurers, fired 


with patriotism, embarked in frail vessels 
to sail anywhere and find whatever they 
might—gold, territory, trade or.nothing. 
The Portuguese main was as vast as the 
Spanish, and the Portuguese explorers 
were as romantic. 


Dom Yaseo da Gama was a statesman, 


as well as a discoverer. Had he adopted 
the colonial policy which Great Britain 
later, after losing the United States, oil- 
served was the only right one, and had h 
been adhered to. the royal possessions of 
Portugal might not have dwindled. Even 
today the Portuguese republic has large, 
valuable and scattered properties. Never- 
theless. Portugal now is a pitiful figure in 
comparison with its greatness four hun- 
dred years ago. 
Those who think there 


is no possibility of this country declining 
in itP influence and prestige throughout 
the world should read the history of na- 
tions like Portugal in the prime of their 
vigor and power. 


INTERDEPENDENCY IN COMMERCE 


President Coolidge spoke wisely recent- 


ly in emphasizing that men and nations 
prosper in happiness and advance in civ- 
ilization through co-operation. 
And his 


equally strong and significant statement 
that city and country depend on each 
other, was a-timely allusion to a fact which 
too many residents of city and country 
customarily ignore.

commerce. ; Manufacture is included in 
commerce, and jobbing and retailing. 
Finance is the means with which com- 
merce is conducted, but most people do 
not consider agriculture 
as one of the 


units in commerce. Yet it is. Farming 
is 
production, 
the 
most 
important 


branch of production, as it is the brancli 
which provides the things that we eat and 
the things of which clothes are made. 


City dwellers have more luxuries than 


the inhabitants of the country, yet they 
are not happier. Farmers are not merely 
worker;;, they are proprietors: and they 
have more independence than most city 
dwellers. 
It is necessary for city and 


country to come to a better understand- 
ing and to be more considerate of each 
other's rights, privileges and needs. They 
depend on each Bother for success in busi- 
ness. 
They -depend on each other for 


comfort and happiness. There is 110 sound 
reason why they should be antagonistic. 
On - the contrary, every practical condi- 
tion indicates that they should be helpful 
to each other. 


The prejudices which formerly existed 


between country and town are rapidly 
giving way to a better regard each for 
the other, and for a proper understand- 
ing of their true relations. 
"We believe 


there has been more real concern in the 
cities for the prosperity and progress of 
agriculture in the last few years than 
there was in generations before. Certain- 
ly this is true among capable business 
men. bankers and others who arc in a po- 
sition to be of assistance to agriculture. 
Likewise on the part of successful farm- 
ers there is a friendlier feeling toward t'ue 
commercial interests of the town, and a 
desire to act with them for their mutual 
benefit. 
The tendencies arc all toward 


closer cooperation between town arid coun- 
try, and that is certain to continue, be- 
cause it is common sense and good judg- 
ment on the part of both lo get together, 
help each other, unite their resources and 
work for each other's advancement.

INTESTINAL SIYXONBUROSIS. 


May I remind readers who have not mucous coli- 


tis that I am here still or again talking about mu- 
cous colitis. And may I remind readers who have 
mucous colitis that I don't know the first thing 
about the cause, nature or cure of the condition, 
so that any one who writes mo anything about the 
subject of mucous colitis will have a certain satis- 
faction of complaining that I failed to- reply to any 
of his several letters notwithstanding he eioJosed 
stamped addressed envelopes. If I am destined to 
lose my job, well and good. I positively decline to 
discuss .mucous colitis with any Individual. For 
one reason, the typical temperament of mucous 
colitis is neurotic, and for another 
reason 
the 


great majority of them, at least the ones I have 
encountered, have a complication which is very dif- 
ficult to deal with, namely. Billings complaint. Being 
of the neurotic temperament, which is intellectual, 
they are vociferous—I mean voracious readers, and 
since most physicians and specialists are a little 
out of step with the stuff you find' hi. the back 
pages of the magazines, If no^ actually ignorant 
of the amazing things that great mail order philan- 
thropists are doing for ueople with Billings trouble, 
an honest doctor is placed at a disadvantage in 
discussing mucous colitis with a subject of the tils- 
order. The presumption of the patient is that if 
the doctor consents to talk about it at all he can't 
know much about it. Well, I have already vowed T 
don't know any thing about mucous colitis, and so 
I can properly deal with the subject here. 


Let me explain that in my mind' nearly all of us 


have more or less of this myxonerosis ajid it is 
impossible to draw a sharp line between normality 
and mucous colitis. We might plunge into a regu- 
lar little orgy of the symptoms here, but that would 
be to no good purpose. All I wish to convey is the 
suggestion that there is an ill defined border-land 
between healthy intestinal functions and the ab- 
normal state called mucous colitis. 


That's enough to show, at any rate, that I havi 


no animus toward myxoneurotic sufferers—though 
I am bound to say the disease makes 'em terribly, 
hard to work with. I know the nurses will bo 
grateful for this. 


Mucous colic is a more accurate name "for it. It 


is a theory that confronts us, not a condition. In- 
deed. I find it a formidable task merely to look 
mucous colitis or mucous colic up in the literature 


•if I turn to digestive diseases it is sure to be de- 


scribed in the volumes or chapters devoted to ner- 
vous diseases, and if I look for it under nervous 
diseases— 


One author nonchalantly considers it a. state of 


nutrition, because the patients are usually so skin- 
nv. Well, then, so long. I'll see you later. 


QUESTION'S AND ANSWERS. 


Iodine in -Water. 


How many drops of tincture of iodine to a quart 


of water are required to purify it? When iodized 
salt is used for cooking and on the table: is one 
likely to get too much iodine by having iodine in 
the drinking water? (Mrs. M. S. R.) 


Answer.—Iodine doesn't purify the water: it only 


kills any typhoid or dysentery bacilli which may be 
in the water. One drop of tincture of iodine in a 
quart of the questionable water, stirred up. and 
allowed to stand 20 minutes, makes the water; safe 
to drink. This is for casual or-emergency use'only, 
and not for the habitual or permanent use implied 
in your question. When iodized salt is used in place 
of ordinary salt, one should take no other iodine 
preparation except by the advice of a physician.
